of the fall cau sed her inju ry . Dr. C. 
L. Ray of Falmou th was called and 
set the broken bone. She was resting 
mu ch easier today and it is thou ght 
that she will recov er in a few weeks. 
While climbing down ou t of the 
hay mow in his barn in 
Arlington 
y esterday , W. J. Newhou se slipped 
and fell to the grou nd and receiv ed 
a broken leg. 
In attempting to step 
arou nd a chicken ou t of pu re tender­ 
ness of heart he lost his balance and 
fell. 
The chicken was roosting on 
the ladder and Mr. Newhou se, not 
wishing to step on, pu sh < ff, or dis­ 
tu rb 
the fowl, 
attempted to 
step 
arou nd it. 
Bu t that step was fatal 
and he fell tu mbling sev eral feet to 
the grou nd. 
His left leg was fractu red ju st a 
few inches abov e the knee and he 
su ffered mu ch pain u ntil the phy ­ 
sicians were called to set. the bone. 
Mr. Newhou se is a rather old man 
and the inju ry may cau se him mu ch 
trou ble. 
He is the father of Mrs. 
Glen Moore of East Sev enth street. 
Drs. J. C. Sex ton, and W. S. Coleman 
of this city and Dr. Shau ck of Ar­ 
lington were called to dress the in­ 
ju ry . 
John Hammer fell at his home a 
short 
distance 
north of 
Fairv jew 
Satu rday ev ening and su ffered sev ere 
bru ises, bu t none of his bones were 
broken. 
He was considerably jarred 
u p and his left arm and shou lder 
were badly bru ised. 
lie slipped on

death was du e to diphtheria and ac­ 
cording to the law the body cou ld not 
be remov ed and is now being kept 
in a v au lt u ntil the qu arantine is 
lifted.

Ju dge 
Sparks said in giv ing his decision 
that no ev idence had been introdu ced 
to show why the fu rnace did not work 
bu t that he was conv inced it did not 
do the work properly . Mr. Yerry re­ 
ceiv ed permission to remov e the fu r­ 
nace in thirty day s.

“That was the tragedy of a life that 
w?as nine-tenths good; 
the tragedy 
of respectability gone 
down; 
the 
tragedy of a moral standard lower­ 
ed,’’ 
said Dr. Joshu a A. Stansfield 
of the Meredian street chu rch, Indi­ 
anapolis, as he finished the descrip­ 
tion of the life of Dr. Jeky l Su nday 
afternoon. 
He spoke to an au dience 
of men that filled the First Presby ­ 
terian chu rch and ov er which he had 
complete control from the time he 
spoke his first word u ntil he closed 
his address. 
Dr. Stansfield taking for his su b­ 
ject, “Dr. Jeky l and Mr. Hy de” traced 
the 
dev elopment of that wonderfu l 
story written by Robert L o u i s Stev ­ 
enson. 
As he analy zed the fall of 
Dr. Jeky l, the du al personality , the 
character of the man that w’as nine- 
tenths good, he showed how real it 
was, how common it is in hu man life; 
the fatal mistake of Dr. Jeky l. 
“There is su fficient bad in ev ery 
man to cu rse him,” said Dr. Stans­ 
field, “bu t thank Gt d there is good 
enou gh in ev erv man to sav e him. 


may not he orthodox to saV it* hu t 
nev ertheless it is tru e—the good in 
this w’orld far ou tweighs the bad. It 
is only the bad things that attract ou r 
attention. 
Fiv e 
hu ndred men 
pay 
their bills and nothing is thou ght of 
it, bu t let one man skip ou t and leav e 
a hill u npaid and ev ery body knows 
abou t it. It is the abnormal, the u n­ 
natu ral, the thing that ou ght not to b * 
that stands ou t on the whole back­ 
grou nd of good in this world. 
“Men sometimes a>k u s preaches> 
if we are familiar with the u nderside 
of life. No. I am not. I do not need 
to be. You do not hav e to wallow in 
the mire in order to be good. 
Oh, 
how mu ch better off we wou ld be if we 
did not know of some of the sin that 
ex ists! It is not the bad ex ample that 
makes u s good. It is ou r sisters, ou r 
mothers, ou r wiv es perfect in pu rity 
which make u s good. 
“The facilities of sin are tremend­ 
ou s. It is so easy for u s to pu t aside 
the professional garb, let down the 
>ar, and let things go gallagher. Some 
respectability will not stand a change 
of atmosphere; 
some respectability 
will not stand a change of env iron­ 
ment; 
some respectability can not 
trav el forty miles and be safe. How 
easy it is when we get away from 
home, away from family , away from 
friends whose good opinion we hold 
to do things which we wou ld not do 
at home for a farm. 
“And y et, my friends, think how 
hard it is to do wrong. A man starts, 
to make a false step. The God abov e 
him tells him he mu sn’t; 
the good 
inside him restrains him; the thou ght 
of his family holds him in check; the 
v oice of his friends calls him back. 
Oh, there are a hu ndred things to 
keep him from doing wrong.” 
Dr. Stansfield said that Dr. Jeky l 
like all men kept try ing to hide his 
fau lt, to ex cu se it. 
He said it was 
the fatal weakness of man. lie said 
the difference between the moralist 
and the Christian was that the mor­ 
alist rather ex qu sed the bad self, and 
took it as a 
necessity 
while the 
Christian tried to get rid of it. 
“The ma n who tries to ex cuse his 
mea nness is o n the do wn ro a d. Yes, 
there is eno ug h ba d in a ll o f us to 
dra g us do wn. 
And we must keep 
strug g ling . 
The ma n who is g etting 
no better is g o ing do wn. T ha v e de­ 


cided to giv e u p the dru g with some 
reserv ations,’ said Dr. Jeky l.

reserv ations—ah, there’s 
the fatal 
mistake. 
Some 
reserv ations.

will nev er do.” 
Dr. Stansfield cov ered a broad field 
in liis lectu re. He said that God nev ­ 
er intended man to u se dru gs, and 
he took time to say that any man 
who said dru gs were necessary for 
a stimu lant was a liar. * lie said the 
old Sax < n word “sin” was called by 
a new name now. The man who was 
piou s in his home, and who wou ld be 
called a thief in priv ate bu siness was 
called, a “grafter” in pu blic life, he 
said.

abou t the lectu re was the dramatic 
deliv ery . 
lie pu t some fine tou ches 
into his talk imitating the stru ggle of 
right and wrong in Dr. Jeky l, the

W ashington, Dec. 
13.—Officers 
of 
the state departm ent deny the report 
from Manague that Zelay a’s troops 
had w’on a decisiv e v ictory ov er the 
insurgent forces. 
The state depart­ 
ment has receiv ed a dispatch from 
Henry Caldera. American v ice consul 
at Managua. 
Its contents wrere not 
disclosed. 
Dr. Salv ador Castrillo, the agent of 
the prov isional gov ernment in W ash­ 
ington, has also receiv ed a dispatch 
which denied that the reported b attle 
had taken place. 
This dispatch was 
signed b y President Estrada. 
It was 
as follows: 
“We are in an impreg­ 
nab le position at Rama. 
Our army is 
greater and more decided than ev er. 
The enemy is twTo day s’ march from 
Bluefields and they are asking for a 
conference with a v iew to a compro­ 
mise. 
We are not disposed to m ake 
any concessions and we shall push the 
enemy to defeat. 
We are sure of a 
v ictory . 
Our plan from the b eginning 
has b een to capture 
the enemy in 
Rama, and we shall y et accomplish it. 
We do not intend accepting any ov er­ 
tures without the permission of the 
state departm ent at Washington, and 
all communications to us must b e for­ 
warded to that departm ent b y the en­ 
emy . 
W hen the real b attle b egins we 
shall announce it.” 
No information has b een receiv ed 
in the state departm ent to indicate 
wiiether President Zelay a had com­ 
pleted his m aneuv ers of av oiding a 
b attle at Rama b y m aking a detour 
around the insurgent position and ad­ 
v ancing upon Bluefielis. where the 
headquarters of the prov isional gov ­ 
ernm ent are located. To prev ent such 
a. contingency 
the nav y departm ent 
has ordered the cru s r Tacoma from 
Colon to Bin iiclds. 
where she 
will 
join the cruiser DesMoines, which has 
b een there for some day s. The detach­ 
m ent of 700 marin s which sailed from 
the League Island nav y y ard at Phila­ 
delphia last week for Colon were due 
to arriv e last night or today . 
They 
will be transported across th<‘ isthmus 
b y the Panam a Raiiroad company *'and 
immediately will b oard the transport 
Buffalo, which has b een wraiting at 
Panam a for sev eral day s. 
If it is nec­ 
essary to land an armed force on the 
west coast of Nicaragua to protect 
American Interests the Buffalo will b e 
ordered to Corinto.
